did not reach average rank. Many teachers labor in ~ 


school and out for the advancement of their pupils, and as 
such are generally highly successful it is suggestive that all 
teachers could employ their spare time in this manner. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


The antiquateness of the text books of our schools to- 
gether with a want of uniformity, tending to multiply class- 
es and generally to retard progress, has led me to make 
some changes, the; wisdom of which I wili leave to the 
future results in your schools to dete1mine. Appleton’s 
Readers, Swinton’s Spellers and the Eclectic Geographies 
have been introduced the past year and are now the author- 
ized text books. on their respective subjects. The excel- 
lence of these books must be apparent to all who give them 


un examination. I do not believe in the practice of chang- 


ing books every two-or three years, yet there are reasons 
occasionally for making such changes. It would be strange 
if, in these progressive days, aiter having used a certain 
series twelve or fifteen years, there should not be among 
all the publications that are brought out from time to time 
some that were very much better than those in present use. 
Geography, which the past. year. has led all: other studies 
in degree of progress made, now covers a vast'amount of 
information never thought of twenty years ago, and ad- 
ditions are made every year through the efforts of explor- 
ing expeditions and scientific researches. It would be fol-

ly, therefore, to keep books in use that were far behind the 
times and by so doing deprive your children to a certain 
extent of a knowledge of the great truths that have recent- 
ly been unfolded to the world. So of other branches of 
study; new methods of teaching and new and simplified 
methods of presenting the subject matter of lessons in such 
a way as to make them interesting and attractive make it 
easy for a child to learn in a few hours that which before 
might not have been learned in as many days. Often there 
is an objection made to the introduction of new books on 
account of the cost. A rivalry between publishing firms 
has enabled me to introduce the spellers and geographies 
on even exchange, thus obviating this objection. 1 submit 
with this report a list of the authorized text books of the 
town, a roll of honor and tabular statement giving general 
information.
